‘ may be dangers in the practice if it 
is overdone. But isn’t this true of 
everything? Stomach trouble is the 
result of over-eating. Sleeping sick- 
ness is too much sleep. Sun-stroke 
is too much warmth. 

But taking the trade-in by and 
large, I know of no single practice 
that has entered merchandising dur- 
ing recent years that carries with it 
the vast possibilities for speeding up 
sales for the retailer, the jobber and 
the manufacturer. 

Properly conducted, the trade-in 
is a good business practice and. has a 


legitimate place in good merchan- 


dising.
